$500,000 OFFER WAS MADE 





Ex-Attorney General Says Platt Was 
Eager to Give It to Name Sec- 
retary of Interior.

“INDIANAPOLIS, March 9.—Thomas C. 
Pilatt’s attack on the late Benjamin Har- 
rison, left to be published after his death, 
Was u.et to-day by a specific denial of 
the very charges which was left by Mr. 
Harrisun to be used, if necessary after his 
@eath. W. H. H. Miller, who was At- 
torney General in President Harrison's 
Cabinet sind one of his closest friends, 
‘made public a letter written to him long 
ago, in which Mr. Harrison denied that 
he had ever made a bargain with Mr. 
Platt for his support in the convention of 
1888. : 

. Mr. Miller also tells of an offer by Mr. 
Platt of a $500,000 contribution to the 
tampaign fund for the privilege of nam- 
ine the Secretary of the Interior in the 
Harrison Cabinet. In the statement left 
by Mr. Platt he evidently sougkt to have 
it understood that such an offer was 
made by Mr. Wanamaker and not by him. 
Mr. Miller’s statement is as follows: 

** Indianapolis, Ind., March 9. 

* As to the statement purporting to 
have been written by the late Senator 
Platt, attacking former President Ben- 
famin Harrison, which statement appeared 
in last evening’s and this morning's 
papers, I desire to say that on the 22d 
day of August, 1900, in answer to a let- 
ter written by me to ex-President Harri- 
son and sent to the Adirondacks, he wrote 
the a letter, which, so far as this subject 
matter is concerned, is as follows: 

Berkeley-Lodge, Old Forge P. O., N. Y.. 

Aug. 22, 1900. 

Hon. W. H. H. Miller, Indianapolis, Ind. 

My Dear Miller: 

I have received your letter of the 18th, 
with the inclosed clipping. We take the 
Press here, and I had seen the same mat- 
ter in substance in other papers. It seems 
@ little hard that a man who had made as 
good a record as I on the subject of prom- 
ises, while a candidate and while in of- 
fice, should be subjected to the imputation 
—if one is conveyed—that I had promised a 
Cabinet office to Platt. I-ndt only promptly 
negatived the suggestion from New York 
that I should make some! promise, but, 
while the Congress was in session, I abso- 
lutely refused to hold out even the vaguest 
hint of a promise to Pennsylvania and to 
the Pacific Coast for support. 

As to Mr. Piatt, as] told him when he 
came to ses me after my election, I never 
had so much as a suspicion that he wanted 
a Cabinet office, nor had I any thought at 
any time of giving him one. If Mr. Bikins 
communicated to him what I said to him 
it was only that I had no such prejudice 
against him as to prevent me from giving 
him his fair influence with my Administra- 
tion, if I should be elected. I think, while 
Mr. Platt claims that Mr. Elkins said more 
to him than this, Mr. Elkins denies it, and 
I am sure that after my talk with him, Mr. 
Platt was convinced that I had never au- 
thorized anybody to make hi many promise. 

That is not all. When I met Mr. Platt 
at Mr. Reid’s country home in the campaign 
of 1892, I held a conversation with him, 
and again was careful to say to him that 
I could make no promises of any kind. He 
said he did not assume that anything I 
_paid meant any such thing. 

* You know that while I was President I 
made myself unpopular perhaps by reason 
of the fact that I never said to anybody 
that I would make this or that appoint- 
ment until it was actually made. I have 
had Senators standing by my ‘esk urging 
an appointment which I had determined to 
make-—the unsigned nomination being in 
my desk within reach of my hand—and I 
decided not to tell them what I intended 
to do tor fear that something would hnap- 
pen before the nomination was sent in 
that would show that the appointment 
ovght not to be made. If you preserve 
this, some time or other—after 1 am dead 
perhaps—it may see the MJight. Very

BENJAMIN HARRISON.

In addition to the foregoing I wish to 
gay this: In October, some time after the 
middle, I think, in 1888, I went to New 
York for a consultation with the members 
of the National Committee. After arriv- 
ing there I went to the Gilsey House, 


where I knew Mr. John C. New, a mem- 
ber of the National Committee for Indi- 
ana, had his rooms. Upon entering the 
hotel I met Mr. New in the lobby; hs 
came forward briskly, took my hand, and 
said he was very glad indeed to see me; 
that a proposition had been made to him 
about which he did not wish to take any 
responsibility, and he wanted to Bubmit 
it to me. 

Thereupon he told me that the National 
Committee was in very urgent need of 
funds, and that a proposition had been

HALLEY’S A TWILIGHT COMET. 


Look for It Now as Sun Sets—Prof. 
Pickering Says It Is Harmiess.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., March 9.—Halley’s 
comet may now be seen on nights when): 
conditions are favorable, with the aid of 
an ordinary field glass. The most favora- 
ble time to look for it is between 6:30 
and 7:30 P. M., with the glass elevated 
somewhat above where the sun sets. The 
Harvard Observatory forces have the 


wanderer focused nightly on their big 
telescopes, and some interesting photo- 
graphs of its development are being made. 
Prof. E. C. Pickering, director of the 
Harvard Observatory, says: 
“ The comet is at present in the twilight 
region. It is in the line of the sun, and 








rits brightness is dimmed by the lustre 


of the great centre of the solar system. 
Besides, it has not yet attained its great- 
est size. When it makes its transverse of 
the sun it will have attained its maxi- 
mum brilliancy. That will be on May 18. 
It will be visible all through April, but 


scure it, it will be a dazzling sight. About 
a third of the heavens will be colored with 
a fiery gold, its great flashes of light will 
play from one part of the heavens to an- 
other, and the scenes will be remembered 
for generations. Halley’s comet has been 
noted for its brilliant displays. 

“There is absolutely no danger to the 
earth from the comet. The earth is going 
to shoot through its tail like a cannon bal 
through our atmosphere. And we shal 
not notice the fact that we are traveling 
through a comet’s tail. The idea that any 
harm will come from the poisonous gases 
is ridiculous. The gas in the tail is cyano- 
gen. In order to become dangerous it 
would have to come into contact with a 
large mass of hydrogen, and. that is 
practically all locked up in the water. 

“ When the comet is nearest the ¢arth 
we shall be 14,000,000 miles away, and 
that is far enough to be ont of mischief. 
Of course, the tail will reach us, and we 
shall pass through it. But we have done 
that before without any damage, and we 
shall do that again.** 


DANES TO INVITE PEARY. 


Expected That Geographical Society 
Will Ask Him to Lecture.

POSTPONE PEARY BILLS. 


Naval Subcommittee Puts Off Action 
on All of Them for Present. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 9.—Action upon 
all of the bills introduced for the purpose 
of rewarding Commander Robert BE, Peary 
on account of his discovery of the north 
pole was postponed to-day by the sub- 
coinmittee of the Naval Affairs Committee 
of the House. This decision followed a 
spirited attack upon Mr. Peary’s claims 
by Representative Robert Bruce, Demo- 
crat of Arkansas, who informed the com- 


mittee in a lengthy speech that he was 
skeptical of Commander Peary’s claims. 

Representative Macon at first moved 
that the committee should indefinitely 
defer its report upon the bills before it, 
which provide for Mr. Peary’s retirement 
by Congress and the tender of its thanks. 
Representative Bates of Pennsylvania 
proposed a substitute motion that the 
committee should take no action for the 
present. This was carried by a prac- 
tically unanimous vote, Mr. Engiebright 
of Wisconsin being the only sub-commit- 
tee member to hold out for immediate fa- 
vorable consideration. Butler of Penn- 
sylvania, Dawson of Iowa, Roberts of 
Massachusetts, Macon of Arkansas, Bates 
of Pennsylvania, and Gregg of Texas vot- 
ed for postponement. 

This means that the committee is now 
in a waiting attitude, and that it probably 
will not act unti! Commender Peary ful- 
fills his contract with his publishers and 
is at liberty to make public his north-pole 
data. 

Mr. Macon, who recently stalked from 
the committee room when it was suggest- 
ed that Commander Peary would be will- 
ing to submit his scientific records in 
confidence to the committee, using the 
narrative of the fugitive Dr. Cook, as a 
checking authority, is ready to charge 
that Peary did not in fact reach the 
pole, but more probably began to travel 
south again within a day or so after he 
left Bartlett. 


EASIER TO FIND SOUTH POLE. 
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Sverdrup, Here for a Visit, Tells Why 
—His Faith in Cook Gone. 


Capt. Otto Sverdrup, the Arctic explorer, 
who at one time expressed confidence in 
Dr. Cook’s pretensions to have discovered 
the north pole, arrived here yesterday on 


the steamship Oscar II. from Copenhagen, 
He is on his way to Minneapolis on busi- 
ness and to visit friends. His stay in the 
West, he said, would not be long, as he 
is ‘preparing to go north again to cruise 
along the eastern shore of Greenland for 
whales and walruses. 

Although he admits he has lost faith in 
Dr. Cook, it was said by fellow-voyagers 
of Capt, df that while here he ex- 
pects to visit John R. Bradley, and that 
Bradléy will be interested in the coming 
Greenland expedition. 

Speaking of the race to find the south 
pole, Capt. Sverdrup said he did not 
think the task would present as many dif- 
ficulties as had the search for the top of 
tne world. The explorers have the ad- 
vantage of a longer working season and 
do not have to contend with great floating

INMATES CAUGHT IN 


Old Man Dead, Five Persons in 
Hospital After Midnight Fire 
in Hempstead. 


PANIC ON STEEP STAIRWAYS 


Hand Grenades Kept the Flames Back 
and Saved Many Lives, but Some 
of the Injured May Die.

HEMPSTEAD, L. I., March 10.—The 
Hempstead Poorhouse, -about two miles 
from this village, burned to the ground 
just before midnight to-night. One man 
was burned to death on the third floor 
and five—among thém men and women— 
were removed afterward to the Nassau 
County Hospital in Mineola, all of them 

Seriously hurt. Several may die. 
How the fire started is not known, byt 
the flames appeared first in the kitchen. 
Supt. Benjamin Sprague and the thirty- 


séven inmates, as well as Mr. Sprague’s 
three assistants, were all asleep. 

They were awakened by the odor of 
smoke and the sound of crackling flames, 
which already had made great headway 
in the kitchen. The occupants of the 
poorhouse, as many as were not already 
awake, were aroused by the cries of oth- 
ers, and presently the narrow, steep stair- 


terrified men and women, most of them 
old and many of them almost invalids. 

To assist these unfortunates out of the 
place, which was beginning to burn like 
so much tinder, there were only Mr. 
Sprague and his three assistants. They 
did manage to get some of them down, 
but the flames cut off the escape of oth- 
ers. Several jumped from the windows. 

It was some time verore the Hempstead 
Fire nares could reach the Poor- 
house. Vhen-the firemen did get there 
they found the place a mass of flames. 
Three stories in height and built of frame 
and shingles, the building offered no re- 
sistance to the progress of the fire. 
Flames leaped from room to room and 
from floor to floor with dreadful rapidity. 
Only those who had been first-to make 
use of the stairs could use them at all. 

One old man who jumped from the sec- 
ond story broke an arm and injured him- 
self so badly internally that he is almost 
sure to die. He is one of those in ihe 
Mineola Hospital. 

Before the arrival of the firemen Supt. 
Sprague and his men had got out the 
lines of hose with which the building 
was equipped, and with only the pressure 
from the tank at the top of the windmill, 
which provided the water system of the 
place, they tried to fight the flames. 

Their efforts were almost useless, and 
what benefit resulted from them wasshard 
to see. Nevertheless the men worké@d at 
top speed, and those of the male inmates 
not physically unfit or mentally inca- 
pacitated by fright helped them. 

The building had hand grenades for use 
in case of fire. These were fitted in 
brackets on every floor, and many of 
these were used. It is probable that their 
use prevented a greater catastrophe, for 
by this means the fldmes were kept 
from the stairways longer than otherwise 
could have been, the case. 

The stairways were the least modern 
feature in the construction of the build- 
ing. Besides being narrow they were un- 
usually steep,. making them difficult to 
climb or descend. In the rush and panic 
many of the fire-awakened inmates fell 
head over heels down the whole flights 
to find themselves covered at the bottom 
by others of their fellows who had rushed 
along close behind, 

When the flames were finally put out 
the firemen made a search of the #uild- 
ing and discovered the body of a man 
in the third floor. It is believed that he 
is the only one who lost his life, although 
others may die. No other bodies were 
found, but in the excitement following the 
fire the inmates became scattered, and 
at this time. 2:30 A. M., it is impossible 
to count them. 

The dead man was known only as 
‘“‘Old Nick.’ He was on the third floor 
when the fire started, and some of the 
other inmates tried to help him down 
The old man was paralyzed with 
fright, and could do little to help him- 
self. Other men half dragged and half 
carried him down the two flights of stairs 
to the first floor. 

The lower story was already blazing 
like a furnace, and dense clouds of smoke 
made it almost impossible for the men to 
breathe. When ‘Old Nick” saw the 
flames and the smoke he lost what little 
courage he had left. He shouted and 
cried in a frenzy of terror, and whereas 
before he had merely hung back and let 
his rescuers carry him, he now actually 
fought against being dragged through, 
the flames which had to be passed to 
reach the open, 

Those who were with him pleaded and 
argued. They tried to carry him, but 
with a strength born of his great fear the 
old man fought them off, crying that no 
one could pass the flames and live. 

‘‘Teave me!’ he cried. ‘‘ Leave me! 
I can’t get through that.”’ 

His would-be rescuers struggled with 
him until one by one they themselves 
were almost overcome by the smoke they 
were forced to inhale. At last they had 
to leave him, one after the other. They 
could stand the ordeal! no longer. Final- 
ly the Jast of those who would have saved 
him staggered into the open. 

The fireman pitched forward out of the 
radius of the heat radiating from the 
burning building and sank on the grass 
asping, his eyelashes burned and his 
ace and hands blackened by smoke. 

‘““*Old Nick’ is in there,’’ he shouted. 
“We did what we could and he wouldn't 
come out. No one could have stayed 
longer.”’ 

His own appearance and the looks of 
the other men who had given up the fight 
sooner showed that he spoke the truth. 


FRANK GOULD WILL NOT TALK. 


Refuses to Discuss Report That He 
Has Marritd Edith Kelly. 


PARIS, March 9.—Frank Gould declined 
to receive a reporter who called to- 
day to inquire regarding the report that 
Mr. Gould and Miss Edith Kelly, the 
actress, either had been or were soon 
to be married. 

Mr. Gould’s secretary, Mr. Calhoun, said 
his employer: knew the purpose of the 
inquiries and had authorized him to 
say that Mr. Gould refused to discuss 
the report or to make any statement 
whatever. Mr. Calhoun himself refused 
to say whether Miss Kelly was here. 

Mr. Gould but recently arrived from 
the Riviera, where he had a string of 
horses, which he has now brought to 
Paris. He goes to the track daily. He 
has taken a large apartment in the 








ment, where he transacts business. 

He has frequently been seen of late in 
the company of Miss Kelly, and the be- 
lief is prevalent that they have been 
married. The Duke of Tallyrand said 
to-night that he did not know whether 
or not Mr. Gould had married Miss Kelly, 
but the Duchess, who was formerly Miss 
Anna Gotiid of New York. expressed the 
belief that they were not married. 


George J. Gould, brother of Frank 
Gould, refused last night to discuss the 
report from Paris that the latter had 
marred Edith Kelly, who is known in 
New York as the ‘‘ Pensacola Girl,’ be- 
cause of a song she sang last season in 
‘‘Havana’”’ at the Casino called ‘‘ Way 
Down in Pensacola.”’ 

Mr. Gould's secretary sald that so far 
as he knew no word about the alleged 
marriage had been received by the Gould 
family in New York. Miss Helen Gould. 
through her secretary, said she had not 
been informed of the marriage and there- 
phe did not know whether it had taken 
place.

Regular Passenger Service Be- 
tween Manhattan and Jamaica 
on 18-Minute Schedule. 





TRAINS BY JUNE 


HUDSON 
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Saving of 40 Minutes a Day to Com- 
muters—Full Long Island Ser- 
vice Ready by Jan. 1. 





It was announced definitely yesterday 
that the Long Island Railroad would run 
its first passenger trains through the tun- 
nels from the Pennsylvania terminal in this 
city on May 15. An experimental train, 
however, will probably start operatiag 
about May 1. The New York terminal at 
Seventh Avenue and Thirty-second Street, 
while’ not yet completed, is in shape at 
present to handle the Long Island trains 
without difficthiliy. 

The first trains to go through the tun- 
nels will be operated over the Jamaica 
Division. These trains will make the trip 
from Jamaica to West Thirty-second 
Street in eighteen minutes." This will 
mean a@ saving of about forty minutes a 
Gay to the Long Island commuters— 
twenty minutes each way. All the grad- 
ing work of this division has been fin- 
ished, and the electrical equipment, in- 
cluding the third rail, {is now being put in 
place. Work on this division, as well as 
in the tunnels, will be completed shortly 
in advance of May 1. With the exception 
of the electrical equipment the tunnels are 
ready for operation now, 

The cars to be used In the tunnels are 
all new, and are made entirely of steel. 
They are not as long as the regular pas- 
senger cars in use now on the road, hut 
they will seat fifty-eight persons. They 
are equipped with abundant electric lights, 
and with caned cross seats. The com- 
pany has not enough cars on hand to 
maintain a full schedule at the start. 
When the full quota of cars is 1ecelved 
a five-minute scuedule will > maintained 
in rush hours. 

Jamaica the Traffic Centre. 

At Jamaica extensive improvements are 
planned. The main,yard of the road will 
be at this place, while the great station 
of the company will be built there. This 
will house al] the general offices of the 
company, ineluding that of President 
Peters. When it is completed the Long 
Island City Terminal Station will be lit- 
tle more than a way station, so far as im- 
portance is concerned. The improvements 
at Jamaica will cost about $3,000,000. In 
the five years that the Long Island Road 
has been at work on its tunnel system 


about $28,000,000 has been spent in elec- 
trification, building terminal yards, and 
purchasing equipment, and ‘it will take 
probably $10,000,000 mo@@ before the road's 
plans are carried to figr*t completion. 

The North Shore Division of the road 
will not run direct trains through the tun- 
nel much before January of next year. 
The two branches of this division will be 
double-tracked, the Whitestone Branch 
for its entire length and the Port Wash- 
ington Branch as far as Great Neck. As 
Great Neck is but a short distance from 
the end of the road at Port Washington, 
it means that the North Shore Division 
will be double-tracked for practically its 
entire length. 

At present the double tracks cf the road 
extend to a point a short distance beyond 
Corona, which is six miles from the Long 
Island City Station. Men are now at work 
regrading and double-tracking the Port 
Washington Branch near Little Neck, 
while the contract for the Whitestone 
Branch has been let. 


Undecided About Transfers. 


The road has not yet decided definitely 
as to where it will transfer passengers 
from the North Shore Division to the 
Jamaica trains in order to give the North 
Shore commuters the benefit of the tun- 
nels. It was announced some time ago 


that the transfer would be made from a 
temporary station at Winfield, but it is 
possible now that it may be effected in 
the Sunnyside yards of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad. If the difficulties are such, 
however, that the road cannot success- 
fully make a transfer, North Shore com- 
muters will not be able to gain the ad- 
vantage of the tunnel before Jan. 1, when 
their division will be ready for direct 
service; A _ definite 

whether transfers will 
issued in a week or so, 

Other improvements are also planned 
for the North Shore Division. The present 
station at Main Street, Flushing, an old 
wooden building, will be torn down and 
a new station erected. The same thing 
will be done at Murray Hill. 

Long Island City residents will not be 
able to make use of the tube, as the tun- 
nel franchise prohibits the Pennsylvania 
Railroad from operating “local service ”’ 
trains within five miles of the Manhattan 
Station. 

The Pennsylvania trains from New Jer- 
sey will probably start running in June 
or July. The great yard at Sunnyside is 
rapidly nearing completion, and the com- 
pany is now building a numberof brick 
and steel buiidings as workshops, &c. 
The Pullman Company is also putting up 
@ building there.

Joseph Fels to Use His Wealth 
Against the System Under 
Which He Acquired It. 


SCORNS OTHER RICH MEN 





Calis Carnegie, Rockefeller, and Mor- 
gan Robbers Through Unjust Laws, 
Although Personally Honest.

CHICAGO, March 9.—‘‘ Carnegie, Rock- 
efeller, Morgan, and other captains of 
industry aer robbers, and their millions 
are ill-gotten gains. We cannot get rich 
fast enough nowadays without robbing 
the public. I admit that I, too, have 
robbed the public, and I am still doing it, 
but I propose to spend the accursed money 
in wiping out the system by which I 
made it.’’ 

Joseph Fels, a millionaire manufacturer 
of soap, made this statement to-night in 
talking to fellow-diners at the University 
of Chicago Settlement. He was the guest 
of honor, the hostesses being Mrs. W. F. 
Dummer and Miss Mary McDowell. His 
remarks were in amplification or a briefer 
statement that startled members of the 
City Club whom he had addressed at 
luncheon earlier in the day. 

Under a fire of questions Mr. Fels, who 
had fled from the La Salle Hotel to escape 
the appeals of fourtune hunters, incited by 
reports that he intencded+o divide $5,000,- 
000 among “the worthy’ explained his 
plans to ‘‘ quiet his comscience’’ by heavy 
expenditures of his “ robber wealth.’’ 

‘I do not believe in charities,” he said. 
“They are agents of pauperization. 
Neither am I a philanthropist. I have in 
mind no plan.to aid tnstitutions of mercy 
however worthy they may be generally 
esteemed.”’ 

* Rockefeller 4nd other millionaires have 
accumulated their wealth through unjust 
laws, especially under the tariff’s protec- 
tion,” he said, ‘“‘and because of these 
laws I, too, have robbed the public and 
am still robbing it. I am not responsible 
for these laws, but am doing, and intend 
to do, what I can to change them.” 

“ How are you getting rid of your rob- 
ber wealth?"’ Mr. Fels was asked. 

“ For one thing,”’ he replied, ‘‘ I am in- 
terested in spreading the single tax propa- 
ganda throughout the world. The move- 
ment is active in the United States, 
England, Canada, South Australia, New 
Zealand, New South Wales, Denmark, 
Sweden, and other nations.”’ i 

One of the diners who knew volunteered 
the information that this work was cost- 
ing Mr. Fels $150,000 a year, as he dupli- 
ewted. dollar for dollar, every contributicn 
made to the cause. A host of public 
speakers, trained in the argument against 
“land monopoly,’’ are kept in the field. 

“If we had an. educational fund of 
$1,000,000 a year,’’ said Mr. Fels, ‘‘ we'd 
upset the world in twenty years as to 
economic conditions. I will be one of 
twelve to supply the funds.”’ 

Maryland, a model town, 50 miles from 
London, also has been the recipient of 
about $150,000 of Mr. Fels’s ‘ conscience 
fund,’’ or ‘‘ swag,’’ as he calls his wealth. 

“I intend to use my money,” explained 
Mr. Fels, ‘‘ to foree into use land that is 
being held for the increment. I do not 
believe in speculating in land values. It 
is an ehormous swindle. As a business 


man and land owner } have taken advan- 
tage of monopolies which private owner- 


fully belong to many instead of the few. 
The tariff is a further yeegalem renee of 
the toiler for the benefit of the monopolist. 
Perhaps I would have made a fortune 
despite the laws, but I want to bring in- 
to operation conditions of equal manhood, 
conditions under which all have an equal 
chance.”’ . 

Mr, Fels said he did not mean that he 
and Rockefeller, and Morgan, and 
Carnegie 
in the accumulation of their fortunes. 

“John )D. Rockefeller,’’ he ecntinued, 
‘“‘is a mid, harmless man with a mis- 
taken ideal, but personaliy nonest. None 
the less, he is a robber.”’ 


MISS BLOCDGOOD DISAPPEARS. 


Jersey Auto Parties Scouring Country 
for Missing Girl.

LAKEWOOD, N. J., March 9.—Miss 
Helen Bloodgood, the twenty-six-year-old 
daughter of J. W. Bloodgood, escaped 
early this morning from two nurses who 
were caring for her in the home here of 
Leslie Fort, son of Gov. Fort, and got out 
of the house. She disappeared and all 
efforts to find her have failed. She suf- 
fered from a nervous disorder of the 
mind, 

Miss Bloodgood, according to one story, 
sprang from the second story window of 
the Fort residence. Before the nurses 
could follow her or the rest of the house- 
hold could be aroused the girl ran off in 
the darkness. She had disappeared when 
a search was begun a few minutes later. 
The police force under the direction of 
Chief of Police Charles Norcross and 


Lakewood spent all day searching for her, 
and many automobiles were impressed 
with which to scour the country, 

At midnight to-night, however, it was 
said both at the Fort residence and at the 
home of Chief of Police Norcross that 


poe unforiunate girl had not yet been 


found. 

Miss Rloodgood, whose mental ailment 
has been giving her family considerable 
concern for some time, has been staying 
in the Leslie Fort home for several weeks 
while the other members of her family 
have been at the Hotel Breslin in New 
Yor Miss Bloodgood’s ailment was of a 
nature that required the constant at- 
tendance of several trained nurses. At 


the home of the Governor's son, at Madi- 
son and Seventh Avenues, she’ was con- 
stantly under guard, 

As soon as Leslie Fort’s family dis- 
covered that Miss Bloodgood had escaped, 
they telephoned to her family at The Bres- 
iin, Mr. and Mrs; Bloodgood, who had 
been at the hotel for several weeks, im- 
mediately returned here. The Lakewood 
police were not informed of Miss Blood- 
g000’s escape until several hours later, 
as the family hoped that the girl would 
be found, and that the publicity attached 
to an appeal to the police might be 
avoided.

Little Miss Henrietta Mercy, who repre- 
sented the Third Assembly District in the 
delegation which - asked the Assembly 
Judiciary Committee yesterday to favor 
woman suffrage, told a story to her sister 
delegates in the special car returning from 
Albany last evening which aroused the 
greatest indignation against Assembly- 
man James Oliver of the Third District. 
Miss Mercy asserted that she had been 
insulted by Mr. Oliver when’ she ap- 
proached him in regard to the Suffrage 
bill. 

Miss Mercy seems little more than @& 
child. She represented a sick sister, Dr. 
Anna Mercy, President of the East Sidé 
Woman’s Suffrage League and leader of 
the Woman Suffrage Party in the Third 
District. She was overwhelmed with con- 
fusion and mortification as she told of 
her reception by Mr. Oliver. : 

“I went to the Capitol,” said Miss 
Mercy, ‘‘and found Mr. Oliver in one of 
the halls, sitting down. I told him about 
the bill and asked him if he would do 
what he could for: it. I asked him as, 
nicely and politely as I could. Thera 
was no one else from my district. My 
sister, who is the leader of the district, 
was ill, and I came up for her. . Mr. 
Oliver was not nice at all to mé. It was 
a shame to treat any one so. He said 
that he wouldn’t do anything about the 
bill; that he didn’t want to be bothered 
about it, and that the more I troubled 
him and asked him about it the more he 
wouldn’t do anything about it. , 

‘**T told him that I came up from the 
Third Assembly District, and that I rep- 
resented the women of that district-..who 
wanted to vote, but he told me I didn’t 
do any such thing. 

*“** You don’t do any such ‘thing,’ hse 
said. ‘The women down in that district 
can’t leave their washtubs and their dish- 
pans, and they haven’t got money enough 
to come up to Albany for half a day.’ 

“Then he went on: ** You don’t want to 
bother with me, anyway. I’m too. old. 
What you want to do is to go tu some 
young Assemblyman and kive him a hug 
anda kiss, and then you will get it. That's 
the way the girls on the street get what 
they want.’ ”’ 


‘‘7 was so mortified I didn’t know whag,... 


to do,” said little Miss Mercy, finishing 
her story. 

It was only in the latter part of the 
trip, just as the train was reaching New 
York, that her story came out, and only 
the women in the one car in which she 
rode heard the story. They, however, 
were thoroughly indignant. 

“Tf we had: only known that before 
we left Albany,” they said, ‘“‘ we would 
have seen if something could not have 
been done with Mr. Oliver immediately.” 

Little Miss Mercy in calling on the Agse- 
semblyman from her Assembly distriat 
was only doing what the women from ail 
the other Assembly districts in the city 
The women of the suffrage party’ 
rejoiced to think that they could say 
that trom every Assembly district, from 
the poorest to the richest, they had some 
woman or group of women to go to its 
representative and tell him that they 
were his women constituents; that they 
were anxious for the suffrage amendment 
to pass, and intercede with him to use 
his influence in its behalf. It was felt 


i that there coulda ve no possible objection 


to having groups and individual women do 
this when the calls were made in a pub- 
lic building and a large body of women 
visited it at the same time. 

Dr. Anna Mercy and her younger sis- 
ter are well known on the east side, and 
to many of the uptown women interested 
in woman suffrage. They are particuiar- 
ly bright and clever women. The Suf- 
frage League, of which Dr. Anna Mercy is 
President, has 100 members, who study 
civic questions and are well posted... The 
women are likely to take some action on 
Miss Henrietta’s story. | 

James, known throughout Tammany as

Albany Besieged by Suffragists and 


Anti-Suffragists.

‘ALBANY, March 9.—Albany was be- 
sieged by women suffragists to-day in 
their annual bombardment of the Senate 
aud Assembly Judiciary Committees ‘in 
the hope vf having removed from the 
Constitution the word ‘“ male,’ which is 
the only thing which stands between 
them and the ballot. The anti-suffragists 
were on hand, too, to do their best to hold 


ihe word in place. After a long verbal 
encounter both parties retired from the 
field}. worn out with the struggle and 
uncertain of the results, though the suyf- 
fragists said they saw encouraging Ss. 

The only person left to hold the fort 
was Dr. Mary Walker in her masculine 


black suit, armed with a volume of Con- 


gressionail records of 1877, by which she 
proposed. after the regular hearing, to 
prove that the whole thing was out of 
order, because the Constitution of the 
nited States haa given to women the 
wer of voting long ago and the indi- 
mal States had nothing to do with it. 
“The appearance of Dr. Walker was the 
2% "picturesque feature of the hearing, 
h was a straight, business-like affair 
from beginning to end.

On 
the suffrage train Mrs. James Lees Laid- 
law spent the time instructing the women 
from the different assembly districts as 
to their respective Assemblymen and Sen- 
ators, and each man was visited in Al- 
bany. before the hearing by the feminine 
constituents from his district. 

This included women from the lower 
east side, ten of them, for whom the 
money for the trip had been raised in the 
woman suffrage party, that no man might 
feel that he represented a district in

“In every great controversy for free- 
dom the law has always been in the 
wrong. It represents the ultra-conserva- 
tism of the nation. This is particularly 
true of the present movement that strikes 
at the root of the social fabrics and seeks 
to give representation to that half ot 
our citizens who bear their share of the 
duties and responsibilities of civilized life 
and of government. 

‘““ Women are eligible with men for the 
electric chair, the prison, and the tax roil. 
It seems intolerable that they‘should be 
ineligible for the ballot, the jury box, and 
to have their part in framing the laws 
under which they are required to live. 

““But we are told that whatever may 
have been the injustice of the past, the 
law now deals justly with women, and 
that they have no grievance which re- 
quires so radical an innovation as_ the 
experiment of the ballot to correct. Such 
an argument takes no account of the un- 
answerable justice of their demand. 

“Do women receive fair or decent con- 
sideration from the courts in the way of 
support where they are deserted by their 
husbands or are compelled for other 
reasons to seek divorce? The almost 
barbarous inadequacy of the allowances 
made by the court in such cases is a 
recognized evil in our profession. . This 
is true to such an extent that where the 
husband is a man of wealth the wife's 
lawyer feels forced to accept the most 
insufficient compromise rather than sub- 
ject his client to the allowances set by 
precedent. 

“ The result is that sne and her children 
are invariably punished for the man’s 
offense. The law seems to proceed on 
the utterly is@tolerable and indefensible 
theory that’ the wife has no interest in 
the property accumulated during mar- 
riage. 

“It is high time to put away the cruel, 
demoralizing spectacle of men suddenly 
grown rich making use of these bar- 
barous rules to force their freedom from 
the wives who shared their early strug- 
gles under threat of being forced to take 
— pittance doled out to them by the 
aw. 

“The law does not give to the wife as 
a right any part of the husband's estate 
in case of his death unless he happens 
to own land. He can leave her penniless 
if he sees fit.’’ 

** Women are tired of indirect influence.

Town of Company IL at the request of 
Sheriff Washburn of Saratoga County, 
who said that his force of fifty deputies 
on duty here was unable

Sixty rounds of ammunition was dis- 
tributed to each militiaman, with orders 
not to fire upon the strikers except in 
case of necessity. 

GLENS FALLS. N. Y., March 9.—Three 
hundred union men walked out of the 
South Glens Falls mills of the Interna- 
tional Paper Company this afternoon, and 
less than five minutes later twenty-eight 
strikebreakers walked in. ‘They were ad- 
mitted singly, through the company’s of- 
fice, and not until they were safely in- 
side did the strikers learn what was being 
done. They made no demonstration. 


A. N. Burbank, President of the Inter- 
national Paper Company, said last night: 

“The strike at Corinth came without 
any preliminary demands of any nature 
having been made on the company. No 
grievance has been alleged since. When 
the strike of 1908 at all the mills of the 
company was ended the Paper Makers’ 
Union was disrupted, but the Pulp Mak- 
ers’ Union, which had not participated in 
the strike, retained its organization. Hay- 
ing recently affiliated itself under a 
working agreement with the remnants 
of the Paper Makers’ Union, the two 
unions, without prevocation, have as- 
sumed an antagonistic attitude toward 
the company, and although no complaints 
have been presented and no proposition 
made to the company, rumors were rife 
that a strike would be ordered at the 
Corinth mill on March ‘20. 

“On March 3 a paper mill worker, who 
had been reported as taking some of the 
company’s property without authority 
from its premises, was discharged there- 
for. A few paper makers refused to con-

TRENTON CAR MEN STRIKE. 


Demand More Pay, Shorter Hours, 
and Recognition of Union. 
Special to The New York Times. 

TRENTON, N. J., March 9.—Demanding 
an increase in wages to 23 cents an hour, 
a ten-hour day, recognition of the Amal- 
gamated Association of the Electric and 
Street Railway Employes of America, and 
the return to duty of men recently dis- 
charged because, their activity {n organiz- 
ing the local union, the street car em- 
ployes here went on strike to-night. ‘The 
strike followed the refusal of the Trenton 
Street Railway Company to accede to the 
demands. 

The company’s officials say that 
men have had two increases in pay in 
seven months, both voluntary upon the 
part of the management.

BY SAWING CBLL BARS 


Devoe, Life Convict for Murder, 
Still at Large, but His . 
Companion Is Caught. 





SCALED WALL’ WITH A ROPE 





Warden Blames Overcrowding for the 
Escape—This Has Compelled Him | 
to Use a Factory for Prisoners, 





Cutting their way through an iron bar 
seven-eighths of an inch thick, letting 
themselves down to the ground by a rope 
manufactured out of twine, scaling a 
sixteen-foot railing, and” then wading 
through the ice-cold water of the Hud- 
son, John Clark and Alexander Devoe, 
two convicts from Manhattan, escaped 
early yesterday morning from Sing Sing 
Prison. They made their way to Tarry- 
town, six miles off, and there, about 3 
o’clock in the morning, Sergt. Allen De- 
laney saw them coming at a rapid pace 
out of Kaldenburg Place. 

He challenged them, and-they set. off 
running again... He pursued them and 
they separated, Devoe going north and 
Clark south. Delaney followed Clark and 
captured him. Devoe got away, and is 
still at large. 

Clark was the less important prisoner of 
the two. He was sentenced in this city 
on Feb. 17, 1909, to from four years to 


four years and six months: for grand 
larceny. Devoe was convicted of murder 
in the second degree on April 12, 1907, and 
was sentenced for life. He killed in 1906, 
in a- saloon at Seventh Avenue and Thir- 
tieth Street, ‘‘ Lefty’’ Boyle, a* police 
stool-pigeon, who was trying to find out 
if any of the Tenderloin or Central Office 
policemen had shared with a woman the 
$5,000 she had taken from a former Jersey 
City Mayor. : 

The catane was made from a large 
room in the.cart and wagon factory 
which, because of the crowded condition 
of the prison, is used as a dormitory. 
Here about 300 men are confined. The 
windows have been blocked with iron 
bars. Fhe men managed to get a Saw 
such as is used in the wagon factory 
and cut through one of them. 

The window they selected is in the toilet, 
room of the dormitory, and a half-door 
martition concealed the men while they 
~used the saw. They were not seen by 
any guards, although their fellow-prison- 
ers must have known what hey were 
doing. The descent from window to yard 
is about 15 feet, and this accomplished 
by the rope of twine, the nmen made for 
the river, from which they were separated 
by an iron picket fence, 16 feet high. In 
day time this is guarded on the outside 
by men with rifles. At night it is left 
unwatched, and over this the convicts 
clambered unnoticed. Then they had to 
get around the bulkheads, which jut into 
the Hudson and cut off the prison prop- 
erty from the adjoining country. 

Warden Frost attributed the escape to 
the crowded condition of the prison. There 
has been a steady increase in the convict 
population and no additions have been 
made to the cell buildings. In the year 
endine Sept. 30, 1907, the average popu- 
lation was 1,278, in 1908 it was 1,394, and 
for the vear ending Sept, 31, 1909, it was 
1.786. Yesterday there were 1,82 pris- 
oners on the books, andthe number of 
cells avuilable was a few less than 1,200. 
-The ‘authoritics are very much averse 
to placing more than one man in a cell, 
and they have devised verious makeshift 
dormitories. In the Protestant chapel 200 
convicts are accommodated; in a room 
formerly used as a hospital 6 are housed; 
in the old tin industry room over the cart 
and wagon factory 300 are cared for. 
Even under this arrangement, as a few 
cells have to be kept vacant for the re- 
ception of prisoners brought in unexpect- 
edly, from 75 to 100 cells are occupied by 
two prisoners. 

Asked as to how the convicts man- 
aged to get hold of a saw, Warden Frost 
replied: 

‘““We have to use these saws in the 
eart and wagon factory. The instructor 
eounts them every day and keeps them 
under lock and key. But I suppose he 
counted wrong or something. I am told 
that with such a saw it would not take 
more than ten minutes to cut through the 
bar. The convicts are searched from time 
to time. but not every day. If we éid 
that there would not be much time left 
for doing anything but lock and unlock 
them in their cells.’’ 
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Asks Driver to Enter a WHouse for 
Valise and Men Take His Car. 


The nolice sent out a general alarm 
vesterday for a stolen automobile, taken, 
it is believed, as the result of a clever 
plot in which two men and perhaps a 
women figured. The car, which is valued 
at $4000, is owned oy Jack Burgess, who 
hacks in Times Square. 

About 2:30 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
Burgess'’s machine was first on the stand. 
The owner was sitting in the car when 
a young woman came up and asked him 
to take her to a house in West Twenty- 
first Street, between Sixth and Fifth 
Avenues, When the house was reached 
the woman got oui. She started into the 
house, and then turned back. 

“J am going to caten a train,’’ she told 
Burgess. ‘‘ Will you come up and help 
me carry down two valises? I think they 
will be too heavy for me to manage.’’ 

The driver followed the woman into the 
house. They were there but a few min- 
utes, but when Burgess qame out his car 
was not in front of the house. In sur- 
prise he looked up and down the street. 
Up near Sixth Avenue and going east he 
discerned his automobile. There were 
two men in it. Dropping the woman’s 
valises he started after it. He chased it 
across Sixth Avenue, and then, realizing 
that the chase was a losing one, he 
thought of the woman and hurried back 
to the house. There was no sign of her. 

The house which the woman entered is 
a boarding house, and it is said that not 
much is known about her there. Burgess 
reported the loss of his machine to the 
police. 


DISAPPEARS FROM A ROOF. 
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14-Year-Old Julia Fabian Last Seen 
Talking to Two Strange Men. 


The police have sent out a general 
alarm for Julia Fabian, 14 years old, who 
disappeared on Tuesday afternoon from 
her home, 305 East Seventy-sixth Street. 
She was last seen about 3 o’clock talk- 
ing to two men on the roof of 307 East 
Seventy-sixth Street. 

Great apprehension for her safety is 
felt by her father, Anton Fabian. The 
last police alarm sent out for a missing 
girl seen talking on a roof with strange 
men was followed by a discovery of 
the girl’s body in a chimney, where it 
had been thrust by her murderers. 

The police have a good _ description 
of the missing girl. She is 4 feet 6 inches 
in height, weighs sixty-five pounds, and 
has gray eyes, light complexion, and 
brown hair.

-Dr. Albertson is the President of the 
Albertson Power Transmitter Company, 
with offices in the Marbridge Building, at 
Sixth, Avenue and. Thirty-fourth Street. 
He is a Doctor of Philosophy, he says, 
and has ‘studied at Heidelberg, Kiel, and 
at the Danish University. He has in- 
vented'a number of things, he says, among 
them. being a power transmitter, which 
he'is about to sell to. a syndicate. The 
company of which he is’ the President is 
handling the power transmitter. 

The new airship out on the west bank 
of the Harlem River is his alone; the 
company has nothing to do with it. No 
company ha@ been organized to either 
finance it or dispose of it. The invention 
of the new motor force he uses in it; he 
says, is all his; and when he flies his ten- 
ton ship over New York‘ and to Europe, 
carrying about fifty people and a com- 
pany of cooks and other servants, then 
he will see about organizing®a ‘company 
to handle the new invention. : 

What is Dr. Albertson's new motor 
force? He answered the’ question yes- 
terday afternoon in the Marbridge Build- 
ing. It is a machine that usés centrifugal 
force for motor purposes. He put one of 
his machines weighing. 900 pounds on a 
pair of scales several years ago, he said, 
just to test the principle. When the main 
wheel attained 400 revolution? the whole 
machine rose from the pair of gcales. The 
aim is to move the centre of gravity up 
to the top rim of the large wheel. Now, 
that’s plain. . 

This machine for the utilization of a 
new force, or. rather, the recovery. and 
use of an old one, can be used fn many 
‘wavs, went on its inventor yesterday 
afternoon, but he said he had decided to 


errange its début in an airship, since that 
would be more spectacular. 

Therefore, about six months.ago work- 
men appeared on the west bank of the 
Harlem River at 212th Street and be- 
gan work on a double-pdinted cylindrical 
craft 105 feet long and 10 feet in diameter. 
‘Tresspess signs were stuck up about the 
lot, and guardg were employed to keep 
watch over the growing machine. Patents 
on the machinery are pending in al! coun- 


tries of the world, said Dr. Aibertsun, but/ 


he didn’t want any prying around. for 
that reason he chose to have-his ship 
built in the Winter months, when there 
would be few people in the neighborhood. 

A steel framework'was. constructed and 
planking attached to the lower/ side of 
the frame. .“ upper helf of the .frame- 
work js covered’ with sheéts of dsihglass 
fitted into a frame. That js to supply a 
mellow light. <A kitchen, dining room, 
and several cabins have been fitted up, in 
eddition to the machine rooms. One hun- 
dred windows appear along the sides of 
the craft in the woodwork half of the 
frame. With its. machinery the craft 
weighs ten tons, said Dr. Albertson. 

The machinery ig of two parts. There 
is a 200 horse power gasoline engine, 
which is for the upward motion, and a 75 
horse power engine for the onward move- 
ment. A cross section of the craft would 
be a perfect circle, and, therefore, it was 
necessary to install machinery to make 
the hull stable under all conditions. For 
that purpose Dr. Albertson said he put 
in a gvroscope arrangement. 

Attached to the larger ng ee is a wheel! 
18 feet in diameter. The inventors new 
force hes chiefly in the wheel. He can- 
not give out the details now, but fittea 
ig the wheel is a system of shifting 
weights and cylinders, which when dt re- 
volves produces the centrifugalgforce 
upon which he — for his conquest of 
the force of gravity. 

Dr. Albertson calculates that one-half of 
the efficiency of the 200 horse. power en- 
gine will be sufficient to raise his ten-ton 
ship to any height he desires. The other 
half of its efficiency will be held in re- 
serve. As this big wheel revolves, he said, 
the centre of gravity wiil shift from tae

WOMAN 10 BE EXILED 


Sentence of Mme. Breshkovskaya 
Considered Mild, as Hard 
Labor Was Not Imposed. 








JURY OUT TEN MINUTES 





Collapse of Prosecution Due to Dis. 
crediting of Pateuk, the Chief Wit- 
ness—Career of the Accused. 





ST. PETERSBURG, March 9.—Nicholag 
Tchaykovsky, on trial for criminal activ- 
ity in the revolutionary organization, was 
acquitted to-day. Mme, Breshkovskaya 
was convicted and sentenced to be exiled. 
The announcement by the court occa- 
sioned no unusual scene, Mme. Bresh- 
kovskaya received her sentence unmoved, 
and a moment later asked the corre- 
spondent to send her greetings and best 
wishes to her friends in America. Her 
sentence provides for perpetual exile, but 
this is considered a victory by her law- 
yers, who had scarcely hoped that their 
client would escape hard labor. 

Tchaykovsky’s counsel. was so pessi- 


mistic with regard to the outcome that 
he spent the interval while the jurors 
were out in planning an appeal. Mme. 
Breshkovskaya’s counusel lamented the 
fact that she lacked four years of the 
age exempting her from hard labor. The 
first gleam of hove, however, had come 
when the Judges dropped the charge 
against her of preaching the assassina- 
tion of the Emperor, under which exile 
with hard labor was inevitable on con-

viction. 
A handful of friends surrounded the 
prisoners, showering congratulations on | 
them and éxchanging a 
Russian fashion. The guards allowed the 
woman half an hour with her friends 
before taking her to the détention prison, 
where she will await deportation. 
The collapse of the prosecution’s case 
was due to the utter discrediting of 
Pateuk, who himself is serving a life 
term for murder and other crimes, and 
the failure of the Crown to present other 
witnesses who could connect Tchaykovsky 
and Mme. Breshkovskaya with. revolu- 
tionary activity as charged in the indict- 
ment. The woman, however, had pleaded 
guilty to being a Social revolutionist. 
The jurors found that the business records 
introduced amply accounted for Tchay- 
kovsky’s presence in Russia. 
Tchaykovsky wlll leave here in three 
weeks for England. Mme. Breshkovs- 
kaya’s exile, as shown by the experience 
of others, will be reasonably comfortable 
if money is forthcoming either from her 
or from her friends. 
When the trial was resumed to-day the 
prisoners addressed the court in turn. 
Tschaykovsky occupied all the morning 
with a recital in justification of the part 
he had played in the affairs of his coun- 
try and of his career generally.

The defense closed its case at 7 o’clock 
this evening. The accused waived their 
right to a final word. The Judges then 
consulted regarding the evidence devel- 
oped and the arguments presented. 

The jurors deliberated for ten minutes; 
then the doors were opened and the ver- 
dict was rendered. 


Tehaykovsky Father of Revolution, 


Tchaykovsky has been called the 
“Father of the Russian Revolution.” 
Until his return to Russia, about two 
years ago, he had been an exile for a 
long time, making his home principally 
in London, where he earned a livelihood 


by writing. He was watched in London 
by Russian spies, and when he crossed 
the ocean, in 1907, to visit this country, 
these spies followed him. Upon his return 
to his native land he was arrested and 
arenes in the Fortress of Sts.

Paul. At the time of his arrest 
Tchaykovsky refused to give the police 
his name, but when he was searched two 


passports were found in h’s possession, 
one being am American passport issued 
to an American citizen named John Smith, 
and the other a Rusian passport book, 
which, it afterward coveee was forged 
in the name of Nikanor Pavlovich Niki- 
foroff. 

Owing to a serious breakdown in his 
health, Tchaykovsky was released on bail 
for a while. The bail demanded by the 
Russian Government was $25,000, and 
Mme. Bracey, his daughter, after scurry- 
ae through Europe, seeking the aid of 
friends in her father’s behalf, finally suc- 
ceeded in raising the amount. 

Mme. Breshkovskaya was arrested in 
October, 1907, on information received by 
the Director of the Simbirsk Provincial 
Gendarmerie that she had arrived in Sim- 
birsk to take part in the “ provincial 
meeting of the peasants.’’ She was foun/n 
in the fome of Deputy Zimin of the Sec- 
ond Duma, having in her possession a 
eat bearing the name of Elizabeth 
Tasilievna Kochetkova. She was released 
and came to this country to seek aid for 
the Russian Revolutionists. She was ar- 
rested on her return to Russia.

In 1870 Tchaykovsky came to this country 
and for somé time had a farm in Kansas. 
Two of his children were born in the United 
States; the others were born in Bngland, 
where he spent a good part of his life. 
Soon after his return to Russia he was ar- 
rested without cause. The officers did not 
know whom they had for several days after 
the arrest. He was in a railroad station 
and about to go to Finland when the police 
detained him for no more reasor than that 
the Government had out a dragnet. His 
appearance wag so changed that his identity 
was not known, for he had cut :off the 
long flowing beard, and had dyed his hair. 
After finding ovt that he was Nicholas 
Tchaykovsky, the authorities imprisoned 
him in the fortress. 


Public Trial Demanded. 


Early in the present month a cable mes- 
sage, signed by several Congressmen, Su- 
preme Court Justices, college Presidents, 
and others in the United States, was sent 
from New York to Premier Stolypin re- 


mindin the Russian Prime Minister that 

America expects an open and public 
trial of these. distinguished rs pris- | 
Oners in accordance with the usages of 
civilized nations,”’ 

Nevertheless, the Prefect of Police at 
St. Petersburg ordered that the trial be 
held behind closed doors. The trial of the 
two defendants began at St. Petersburg 
on March 8 The joint indictment found 
against them constituted a document of 
fifty-eight pages. It described the careers 
of the two defendants up to 1905, charging 
membership in the Central Revolutionary 
Committee and citing articles to show 
that they advocated terrorism. Tchay- 
kovsky was quoted as making speeches 
favor of regicide and Mme. Breshkov- 
skaya as avowing participation in the 

reparations for the assassination of the 

inister of the Interior, Von ‘Plehve, 
Grand Duke Sergius, and Constantine 
Pobiedonostseff, Procurator General of 
the Holy Synod. 

Mme. BreshkKovskaya, who has “been 
sentenced to exile, underwent the hard- 
Ships of Siberia for the cause of Russian 
freedom over thirty years ago. After 
about a year of hard labor in the Kara 
Mines she was transferred to a hamlet in 
the arctic circle. With other exiles she 
tried to escape, but was captured and 
again sent to Kara. Later she was per- 
mitted td return to Russia. After a few 
months there she was released, but again 
resumed her revolutionary activities 
which led to her recent arrest. 


ESTRADA SEEKS PEACE. 


Asks American Intervention to Aid 
Settlement in Nicaragua. 


WASHINGTON, March 9.—Gen. Es- 
trada, the head of the Nicaraguan revo- 
lutionary faction, is now ready to accept 
any reasonable terms as a basis for peace. 
The State Department has received, 
through the United States Consul at 
Bluefields, a communication from him 
asking for the intervention of the United 
States, with a view to the selection of a | 


provisional President of Nicaragua other 
than himself or Madriz, and also looking 
to an agreement between the two factions | 
for an early election for President under | 
the Constitution, and a recognition of the 
incurred by the Revolutionary 
Party. The good offices of the United 
States are also requested to the extent of 
furnishing a guarantee of the fairness of | 
the election for President. 

It can be said upon authority that the 

resent attitude of the United States is an 

disposition at this time to make any 
suggestions in response to these appeals. 
In other words, it is declared to be the 
intention of the United States to keep 
hands off the Nicaraguan situation until 
there is a practical agreement of the two 
factions for an appeal to the United 
States for assistance in solving the pres- 
ent difficulties. 

At present there is no question of the 
recognition of either party. Sefior Corea, 
who represents the Madriz faction in 
Washington, has called at the State De- 

artment and presented an argument on 
he status of Madriz under the Nica- 
raguan Constitution. The State Depart- 
ment officials, however, would not con- 
sent to comment on the merits of Sefior 
Corea’s argument. 


BRITISH NAVAL PROGRAMME. 


Estimates Provide for Expenditure of 
$203,000,000, an Increase of $28,000,000. 


LONDON, March 9.—The navy estimates 
for 1910, which were issued by the Ad- 
miralty to-night, provide for an expend- 
iture of $203,018,500, an increase of $27,- 
805,000 over 1909. The increase is almost 
wholly taken up by shipbuilding arma- 
ments authorized by Parliament before 
dissolution. 

The new programme provides for five 
large armored ships, five protected cruis- 
ers, twenty destroyers, and a considerable 
number of submarines. By April 1 there 
will be under construction seven battie- 
ships, three armored, nine protected, and 
two unarmored cruisers, thirty-seven de- 
stroyers, and nine submarines. 

The estimates further provide for an 
increase of 3,000 men in the personnel 
of the navy and the completion during 
1911 of two floating docks to accommo- 
date the largest battleships. These will 
be stationed at Portsmouth and Medway. 

Reginald McKenna, First Lord of the 
Admiralty, in an explanatory statement, 
announces the formation of a new naval 
mobilization department and a@ permanent 
navy war council, consisting of the First 
Sea Lord President, the Directors of 
the Naval Intelligence and Naval Mobil- 
ization Departments and other officials to» 
deal with all matters relating to prepara- 
tion for war.

Misappropriation of Funds from 
Sale of Church Property 
Threatens Big Scandal. 








OTHERS MAY BE INVOLVED 





Duez Made Money Also Out of Ignor- 
ant Heirs — Opposition Presé 
Gleeful Over Exposure. 





PARIS, March 9.—The» arrest of M. 
Duez, following his confession that he 
had misappropriated something like $1,- 
000,000 of funds derived from the sale of 


church property, for which he was the 
liquidator, has created a great sensation. 
Intimations are freely made that other 
liquidators in the employ of the Govern- 
ment are similarly invoived. It is be- 
lieved the scandal will prove to have wide 
ramifications. 

Duez was what is known as an “ of- 
ficial receiver,’’ which is a sort of branch 
of the Magistracy. In addition to his 
shortage in the congregation accounts, 
the liquidator admits that he is short 
$200, in connection with. other affairs 
confided to his charge. The papers sub- 
mitted to the Senate Commission by M. 
Combes to-day show that Duez’s defalca- 
tion spproximates $2,000,000. 

In a discussion of the affair by the 
commission the Public Prosecutor was 
severely censured for not having acted 
more promptly, and the commission was 
unanimous in an expression that a fatal 
mistake was mode in confiding s0 many 
cases to a single liquidator. 

The commission adopted resolutions pro- 
viding for an investigation of the cir- 
cumstances and influences surrounding 
the appointment and retention of Duez, 
and inviting the Government to have all 
of the. accounts of the _ liquidators 
audited by the Ministry of Finance. 

The Cabinet considered the affair at a 
meeting to-day and.decided to detail 
auditors fram the Ministry of Finance to 
inspect all of the accounts and also to 
place an inspector from the Ministry at 
the disposition of the court which is in- 
vestigating Duez. The latter’s house has 
been searched and his safe deposit box 
at his bank placed under seal, 

The “hamber of Deputies is not in ses- 
sion at present, but interpellations are 
expected in the Senate. [The Government, 
while admitting that the task set for 
the liquidators was too large—in one case 
«a single liquidator having charge of the 
disposal of the property of seventy-five 
congregations—contends that -when the 
report if irregularities was first bruited 
two years ago, it did its full duty by re- 
lieving some of the liquidators of a part 
of their work, calling for their accounts, 
and appointing an investigating commis- 
sion of which former Premier Combes was 
President, besides initiating the legal in- 
vestigations which resulted in the arrest 
of Duca 

Duez had the management of the liqul- 
dation for thirteen congregations, involv- 
ing over 100,000 documents and accounts. 
These are in such confusion that it is im- 
possible to determine accurately the total 

f his defaleation. © 

Besides the admitted shortage, Duez is 
charged with having pocketed money for 
aiding a genealogist who acted as his 
accomplice. The genealogist sought out 
the heirs to the funds which had been 
left to the congregations, many of whom 
were living at distant points and ignorant 
of the fact that they were entitled to re- 
cover vie ge ‘From these he secured 
contracts, it is alleged, through which 
they relinquished to the genealogist 50 
per cent. of what was due them in con- 
sideration of his ‘‘ services”? in the mat- 


er. 

The Eclatr cites other evidences of 
crooked practice in which it is alleged 
that Duez or his agents corruptly bar- 
gained for a ‘' commission’ on the law- 
yer’s fees, which in some cases, it is 
claimed, were excessive. M. Delasalle and 
M. Brunet are the other two principal 
liquidators, and M. Sarraute, M. Lemery, 
Albert Clemenceau, and . Millerand, 
now Minister of Public Works, Posts and 
Telegraphs, are mentioned by the Eclair 
as among the attorneys who appeared be- 
fore thé courts in cases conducted by 
NHuez. 

L‘Action Francaise remarks cynically: 
‘‘Duez being charged by the Government 
to steal the Church's property, can hardly 
be blamed for taking a@ part of the booty 
for himse!lf.”’

Special Committee of the Board Is to 
Decide Whether to Present His Case 
to the Higher Court or Not. 





The question which greatly stirred the 
Manhattan Magistrates a week ago as to 
whether or not tw® unnamed Magistrates 
had been guilty of taking bribes, as\sug- 
gested by Assistant District Attorney 
Robert Elder of Kings, resolved itself at 
a special meeting of the Magistrates yes- 
terday into a question whether or’ not a 
partial apology and explanation from Mr. 
Elder should be. accepted or whether 
charges against him should be filed with 
the Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court. 

A special committee, consisting of Mag- 
istrates Corrigan, Harris, and Barlow 
will determine this point. Magistrate Cor- 
rigan said after the meeting that he 
thought the committee would feel dis- 
posed to press the charges. 

The Magistrates convened in the West 
Fifty-fourth Street Court to hear a report 
from Magistrate Corrigan, who had been 





named Chairman of a committee to visit 
| Mr. Elder in Brooklyn,. and ascertain 
to what extent he was responsible for 
statements published after the trial of 
| Magistrate Furlong to the effect that he 
| had evidence implicating two Manhattan 
| Magistrates and one Brooklyn Magistrate 
in just such practices as those for which 
Furlong had been convicted. 

The committee reported that Mr. Elder 
admitted the authorship of the statements, 
jand that when asked to produce the let- 
| ters constituting his evidence he had said 
| that they had appealed to him as being of 
such slight importance that he had thrown 
them away in cleaning up his desk after

Magistrates Vindicated. 


The Magistrates felt that the report 
vindicated them completely.

At the request of Judge Barlow, the Pres- 
ident of the Board of Magistrates of the 
First Division, I made an investigation into 
the two letters, in which were mentioned 
the names of two Manhattan Magistrates, 
and found that the names subscribed thereto 
did not represent any persons who lived at 
the addresses therein given, and that, ac- 
cordingly, the letters were fictitious 

The investigation Into the matter concern- 
ing the Brooklyn Magistrate produced a 
different result. I learned that it had been 
written by a citizen, who had given his cor- 
rect address, but that, I understand, !s a 
matter in which your committee and fellow- 
Magistrates are not interested. 


Blames the Newspapers. 


I regret very much that some of the 
newspapers published statements cnocérning 
the Magistrates of the First Division, re- 
flecting seriously upon them, and afttribu- 
ting the same to me, which I did not make 
at any time or place; indeed, had never 
thought of, 

My first mention of the receipt of those 
letters to any newspaper man was made in 
a personal conversation, not in an interview, 
and, accordingly, not for publication, and 
was made merely as an interesting incident 
that occured in the course of the Furlong 
trial.

MEDALLIC ART EXHIBITION. 
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Numismatic Society to Display Work 
of France, Germany, and Italy. 


The International Medallic Exhibition of 
the American Numismatic Society in .the, 
building of the society, Broadway and 
156th Street, which opens to the public on 
March 12, should be of: great interest to 
@ community which has only too little 
opportunity to become familiar with the 
refinements of medallic art. A feeling for 
appropriately conceived and executed 
srgplkobjects has grown steadily in Amer- 
ic@ during the past decade and finds ex- 
pression in the serious character of the 
work produced by artists who confine 
their efforts to sculpture in small. 

There is no other form of art, however, 
in which it will be found more interesting 
to measure the achievement of the present 
against that of the past and the achieve- 
ment, of our own medallists with that of 
Europeans, 

A brief survey of the rooms in which 
the loan exhibits are grouped discloses the 
wide range and flexible boundaries of the 
art as it is practiced in foreign countries 
compared with the limitations commonly 
imposed upon it here. The American me- 
dallions are chiefly confined to commemo- 
rative or official uses and to small por- 
traits, although there are exceptions of 
very considerable importance. It is usuai 
also to find American work close rather 
than broad, and delicate rather than bold, 
although here again occasional examples 
escape from the rule. 

Among the exhibits of France, Germany, 
Belgium, and Italy, on the other hand, 
large plaqueites abound, portraits often 
are large in size, and the range of subjects 
is astonishingly wide. 

We find in the French group the broad 
relief and sensitively modulated surfaces 
of €harpentier, the incisive line and intel- 
lectual point of view of Roty, whose re- 
vival of the plaquette form-is one of his 
services to his art; Chaplain, to whom has 
been intrusted the engraving of the new 
gold coinage of France; Lenoir, whose 
subjects include animals, especially the 
classic goat, rendered with much spirit, 
and many others.who honorably carry on 
the fine French tradition, tending in the 
younger schools, however, toward a more 
and more impressionistic treatment of 
their natural material. 

A little group of Belgian artists show 
the sturdy qualities of their race and a 
certain richness of style that is impres- 
sive. Among these is the interesting Ovide 
Yencesse, who was born at Dijon, but 
comes of a family of Flemish origin. His 
‘* Le Beurre,”’ “* Pierrette la pauvre,’’ and 
‘Virginie la sage’’ are versions of the 
laboring type less drastic than Meunier's 
and showing a more bucolic humor and a 
more lenient vision. Paul Du Bois has a 
sterner imagination and presents rugged 
physiognomies that recall the drawings of 
Kaeth Kollwitz in such examples as the 
“Femme du Peuple’’ and ‘* Modiste.’’ 

It is amusing to note the habit of the 
Germans of dedicating their art to occa- 
sions that seem to us of minor import- 
ance, -plaquettes for the friendly “‘ Neu- 
jahrswunsch,” &c. Space is lacking for 
even a cursory review of the American 
section, but it contains practically all our 
important workers in this field, Victor 
Brenner, John Flanagan, Eli Harvey, Isi- 
dore Konti, R. Tait McKenzie, Helen F. 
Mears, Caroline Ball, Janet Scudder, and 
many others, 

In the gallery, where selections from the 
coins and medals owned by the American 
Numismatic Society are placed, is also a 
case of magnificent antique medals lent 
by J. Pierpont Morgan, including exam- 
ples by Pisano himself and by other mas- 
ters known and unknown who worked in 
Italy and in France. They provide a 
standard by which to correct one’s mod- 
ernized tastem 


RULE ON TRACTION FINANCE. 


Service Board Fixes It in Allowing 
Bond Issue of a Coney Line. 


The Public Service Commission adopted 
@2n order yesterday granting to the Coney 
island & Brooklyn Railroad, which oper- 
ates the Smith Street line to Coney Isl- 
and, the right to issue $151,000 new bonds 
instead of $107,000 as originally author- 
ized. The company asked for an issue 
of £372,000, but the commission scaled it 
down severely on the ground that all the 
expenditures contemplated -were not 
shown to be proper capital charges. 

The commission incidentally made an 
important ruling, to the effect that while 
actual betterments may be paid for out 
of the proceeds of capital issued, mers 
replacements may not be so financed. 
The company at the hearings was unable 
to state what part of certain changes 
would come wnder one category and what 
part under the other. The subsequent 
authorization was made upon getting inore 
light on the matter. 

Tnder the order of the commission the 
oonds ure to be issued at not less than 
sO on a 4 per cent. basis, and must be 
amortized out of income prior to Jan. 1, 
1935. The Coney Island & Brooklyn Rail- 
read is nuw seeking to recover from _ the 
effects of a policy of paving high divi- 
dviids at the expense of its property, 
which was followed for some years be- 
fore the Public Service Commission came 
into being.

Wallace, Now Adjudged In- 
sane, Also Gave Extravagant 
Tips, His Relatives Testify.

Justice Fitzgerald in the Supreme Court 
confirmed yesterday the report of Com- 
missioners Phoenix Ingraham, Philip F. 
Donohue, and Dr. David O. Edson and a 
Sheriff’s Jury, pronouncing Allen Wal- 
lace an incompetent. He appointed 
Frances L: Wallace, his wife, and Talbot 
J. Taylor, his cousin by marriage, a com- 
mittee of his person and estate under a 
bond of $60,000. 

The report states that Wallace why !s 
the son of the late John Wallace, head of 
the brokerage firm of John Wallace & 
Co., and who lives at 59 West Fifty- 
fourth Street, is an habitual drunkard. 
He has an income of $30,000 a year, naya- 
ble quarterly from a trust fund of $750,- 
000 Ieft him by his father, who died last 
September. Hig infirmity dates from 
1903, and he is irresponsible in conduct 
and in financial matters, the report finds. 
Mr. and Mrs. WaWace have one child, a 
daughter, Anne Marie, 7 years old. 

The testimony of William G. McKinley, 
partner of Wallace’s father, tells of a trip 
to’ Paris which McKinley made in 1908 
at the request of the older Wallace to in- 
vestigate Allen's affairs and the debts he 
had contracted abroad. He settled Allen's 
bills for $12,000, mostly contracted in 
Rome, The amount was about evenly 
divided between loans and debts for 
clothing. 

Dr. Samuel W. Lambert, who examined 
Wallace, stated that he consumed enorm- 
ous quantities of Scotch whisky, us ally 
beginning in the morning ard never later 
than noon, and that he was invaviably 
under the influence of intoxicants by 3 


o'clock in the afternoon. In his opinion 
Wallace is an incurable alcoholic. 
Elizabeth Zane, a cousin of Wallace by 
marriage, who lives at the Buckingham 
Hotel, said that she had had many oppor- 
tunities to observe Wallace in his home. 
When he wanted anything in a hurry, she 
said, he would call for a waiter and hand 
him $5 or more. On one occasion. at the 
New Weston Hoatel, she said, he ordered 
a servant to telephone to Delmonico’'s and 
have the negro entertainers hurried up 
to his apartment. He never gave tips 
of 50 cents or $1, she said, but handed out 
a roll of bills to a waiter or other servant 
and invited the selection of a $5 note. He 
never looked to see whether $5 or $50 was 
taken on such occasions, she added. One 
evening, Miss Zane said, she expressed a 
desire for a portion of turkey. Wallace 
immediately ordered.a whole roast turkey 
stuffed with chestnuts. He took offense 
one evening because his apartment was 


rooms, pelting him with snow, which he 
‘scooped in from the window sill. 
Mrs. Wallace testified before the Com- 
missionePs that there had been few days 
in recent years when her husband had not 
been intoxicated. The only time he had 


too sick to get drunk. When in Paris 
and Rome, she said, the elder Wallace 
fave her husband $10,000 a year in 
quarterly installments. She took $300 a 
month of this for household expenses, but 
could not keep Wallace out of debt. He 
still owes $10,000 abroad, she said. Her 
husband ran up large eccounts at the 
Union Club for drinks, she said, and paid 
these bills promptly, because members 
are only allowed $300 credit, after which 
their drinks are cut off. Wallace is also 
a member of the Knickerbocker Club, but 
did not drink as much there as at the 
Union Club, said his wife. Mrs. Wallace 
related an incident of her husband’s in- 
toxication at Delmonico’s when _ he 
stumbled and fell and had to be carried to 
a couch by waiters. She also told how he 
got stuck in a bathtub at home while in- 
toxicated, and was unable to extricate 
himself. Be 

Wallace told the Commissioners that he 
quite approved of the proceedings against 
him.

34TH STREET'S FUTURE. 


Grades, Transportation, and Other Mat- 
ters Discussed by Its Merchants. 


Several matters of interest to the future 
development of Thirty-fourth Street were 
discussed by the members of the Central 
Manhattan Improvement Association yes- 
terday in the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel. Isi- 
dor Saks, who was appointed Chairman 
of the committee to urge that an express 
station be placed at Thirty-fourth Street 
on the new Lexington Avenue subway, 
told the members that the Public Service 


Commissioners were opposed to placing 
any, express station on the Lexington Ave- 
nue subway between Canal and Forty- 
second Streets. He did, however, secure 
a tentative promise that some express 
trains might be switched on to the local 
track from Forty-second Street, so, as to 
stop at Thirty-fourth, Twenty-third, and 
Fourteenth Streets. , 

Mr. Saks’s report was plainly disap- 
pointing, and a strong resolution was 
adopted urging the needs of Thirty-fourth 
Street as New York’s most important 
crosstown thoroughfare for a regular ex- 
press station at Lexington Avenue, .and 
the committee was instructed to make 
another plea before the Commissioners. 

A wide difference of opinion as also 
manifested when the question came up 
of indorsing the proposed change of grade 
at Park Avenue and Thirty-fourth Street. 
Charles D. Wetmore, in leading the oppo- 
sition, took the ground thatiall grade 
crossings at Fourth Avenue ought to be 
avoided. He cited the fact that the New 
York Central Railroad, in its improve- 
ment plans at Grand Central Station pro- 
poses to span Forty-second Street from 
the station by a magnificent bridge lead- 
ing directly out to Park Avenue. This, he 
said, would divert a larger amount of 
business traffic to that avenue than it 
has had in the past, and with the excess 
traffic sure to come with the opening of 
the Pennsylvania terminal, the conges- 
tion at Park Avenue and Thirty-fourth 
Street would in a short time be as great 
as is now the case at Fifth Avenue and 
Forty-second Street. 

He showed plans of the improved con- 
ditions that would come if the scheme of 
depressing the tracks in Forty-second 
Street were carried out and running Fifth

Wetmore also showed by a large drawing

TCHAYKOVSKY’S ACQUITTAL. 
The decision of the Russian tribunal 
to acquit the revolutionist TcHar- 
KOVSKY will affect most favorably the 
standing of Russia and Russian justice 
in the eyes of the world. While we 
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miliar to thé American Government, 
since it is precisely the ground it has 
itself taken in tariff disputes with 
European Governments. It is that the 
tariff reductions made in a commercial 
treaty cannot be regarded as favors to 
the country receiving them, but are 
strictly reciprocal and are compensated 
by corresponding reductions extended 
by ‘that country.

THE FORTITUDE OF HARRISON. 

We are inclined to accept . Senator 
ELKINS’s recollection of the negotiations 
with THomas C. Piatt, which brought 
about the nomination of BENJAMIN 
Harrison in 1888. It is hard to be- 
lieve that Mr. HARRISON at Indianapolis 
authorized Mr. Ex.xkrns to promise the 
Secretaryship of the Treasury to Mr. 
Priatr if Mr. PLatT would give the vote 
of the New York delegation to HAR- 
RISON. It is still harder to believe that 
Mr. Puatt told this story in all its 
nakedness to the New York delegation, 
and so persuaded it to give up DEPEW 
and join the Harrison column. If the 
delegates from New York had heard of 
such an astounding offer every news- 
paper correspondent in attendance upon 
the Convention would have known of it 
within half an hour after the meeting 
of the delegation broke up. 

But Senator Pratrr’s version of the 
transaction is not the matter of chief 
interest. We know from testimony 
of many witnesses that after Mr. Har- 
RIsON’s election a tremendous pressure 
was brought to bear upon him to bring 
about the appointment of Mr. PLATT as 
Secretary of the Treasury. The men 
who applied the pressure were leaders 
of his own party. They were the men 
who had made him its candidate for 
the Presidency. 
pew, Mr. Puiatr himself, Senator His- 
cock, Mr. Fassgett—these and others 
urged upon the President-elect the 
awarding of the Treasury portfolio to 
the New York boss. BENJAMIN HAR- 
RISON does not seem to have wavered 
for an instant in his resolute refusal to 
make that appointment. He stood like 
a rock against the chief men of his 
party. If there was a bargain, which 
we do not believe, he broke it, and some 
pretty fair moralists would exculpate 
him for such a breach of faith on the 
principle once urged upon Mayor 
STRONG by CARL SCHURZ, that ingratl- 
tude is often a political virtue. But 
the main thing is that BENJAMIN HaR- 
RISON absolutely refused to make 
THoMAS C. PLATT his Secretary of the 
Treasury. He chose a much better man, 
WILLIAM WriInpom, to wit, a man of 
enlightenment, training, and qualifica- 
tion. 

By this posthumous publication of 
Mr. PLATT’s memorandum we learn that 
the Macedonian cry to which HARRIMAN 
responded in 1904 was heard in the 
land in the Harrison campaign, and also 
had its response. Mr. PLATT declares 
that he raised $150,000 on his personal 
note and turned it into the campaign 
fund a few days before the election. 
That was the money, we suppose, that 
played the mischief with the Demo- 
cratic vote in Kings County, imparted 
to the Presidential and Gubernatorial 
result in the State of New York such 
a curiously twisted appearance, and 
gave Mr. HARRISON the Presidency.

TARIFF WAR WITH CANADA. 

The American Tariff Commission 
which has been in Ottawa for some 
time in negotiation with the Canadian 
Government as to the tariff left that 
city yesterday, having failed to come 
to any definite agreement. The issue 
pending was that of discrimination 
against the United States in the tariff 
treaties with other countries. It will 
now remain for the President to decide 
whether these treaties actually consti- 
tute discrimination, and whether the 
maximum tariff—the addition of a 25 
per cent. ad valorem duty to all exist- 
ing duties—shall be allowed to go into 
operation, as it automatically will, un- 
less the President specifically proclaims 
the absence of discrimination.

TEN CENTS TO CONEY ISLAND. 

The administration of justice is su- 
perior even to the delights of rides 
below cost. It will be remembered that 
the sacred right to go to Coney for a 
nickel was asserted amid rioting, with 
the supposed sanction of judicial au- 
thority, given offhand. The Pubifc: 
Service Commission has taken a couple 
of years to consider the matter, and 
its finding has an obviously higher 
claim to respect. It is a notable de- 
cision in more respects than the issue 
which to many will seem uppermost. 
It recognizes what many have forgot- 
ten, that regulation by law implies also 
protection by law, and that the Com- 
mission is mindful of its duty. 

It is not necessarily an unpopular de- 
cision. We are mistaken if it will not 
add more to the respect which is due 
to an official body than pursuit of a 
superficial popularity by excess of zeal 
toward corporations with no excess of 
the judicial sentiment now displayed. 
The Commission seems to appreciate 
thet it is not wholly a prosecuting 
body, under obligation to respond to 
demagogic appeals. 





THE DISMISSED CADETS. 

Our dispatch this morning from 
Washington, reporting Secretary DIckK- 
INSON’S uncompromisingattitide against 
the reinstatement of the seven West 
Point cadets dismissed last Summer for 
hazing two sentinels on duty furnishes 
the best possible reason why Congress 
should not reinstate them. It is known 
that Secretary DICKINSON is not in fa- 
vor of the single penalty of dismissal 
from the Academy for hazing of all 
forms and degrees. Yet, after a care- 
ful review of the evidence, he believes 
that these young men concerned in the 
brutal maltreatment of SuTTON got ex- 
actly what they deserved. 

That is very damaging to their cases. 
If an official who is disposed to regard 
leniently infractions of the stern dis- 
ciplinary code that governs the cadets 
at West Point is so horrified at what 
he finds has been perpetrated by the 
men now seeking the favor of Congress 
that he sets apart their cases from all 
others and declares that they, at least, 
ought to be dismissed and kept dis- 
missed, Congress ought not to be slow 
in making up its mind about them. 

Doubtless, also, Supt. ScoTrT will tes- 
tify to-day before the Senate Committee 
on Naval Affairs that the return of 
these young men to West Point would 
be the signal for the loosening of all 
bonds of discipline at the Academy. 
That is another damaging ‘point 
against their plea. 








HARVARD'S ‘SPORTS’ AND ‘GRINDS.’ 

A fallacy that prevails among the 
undergraduates of practically every 
college in this Jand, that the acquire- 
ment of habits of clear and vigorous 
thinking may be postponed without det- 
riment until the student enters the pro- 
fessional schools, and that in them he 
may easily excel the men who won hon- 
ors in college, is exploded by the report 
of a Harvard investigating committee, 
the results of which are printed in an- 
other column. It is not true, of course, 
that all men at Harvard, or at any of 
the colleges, may be separated into the 
two distinct classes of ‘‘sports”’ and 
“ grinds.”’ We doubt whether the 
“erinds” are altogether admirable 
persons, if they devote all their time to 
cramming, memorizing, and preparing 
for examinations—patient hacks, lack- 
ing originality and inspiration. These 
are not of the kind that win high hon- 
ors in college, in the professional 





schools, or in life. But it is certain that 


President LoweELu’s plan, therefore, is. 


to require that the rest of tne college 
follow their example—choose the bulk 
oftheir courses within these groups, 
comprising (1) classics, (2) English, (8) 
modern languages, (4) history, govern- 
ment, and economics, (5) philosophy, 
(G6) mathematics and physics, and (7) 
natura! science. The best choice of 
studies, the committee reports, consists 
in “‘a’concentration of nearly one-half 
of electives in some one field and a 
scattering of the rest,’ as this method 
combines the advantages of specializ- 
ing, with plenty of rivals in the special 
fields, and the attainment of a broad 
intellectual outlook.

scribed by The Scientific American which, 


if it works as well in practice as it un- 
doubtedly does in theory. will wholly 


eliminate the personal element from a 


hitherto delicate and difficult problem 
and make the determination of an auto- 
mobile’s speed a matter of exact mathe- 
matics. 

The device, an invention by two in- 
structors in the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology, consists of a small double 
camera, combined with a stop watch. 
When a policeman sees a moter car go- 
ing, as he thinks, too fast, he directs the 
camera at it and pushes a button. In- 
stantly one picture is taken, A few sec- 
onds Jater ihe second lens snaps auto- 
matically, making a second picture. On 
each is photographically recorded the 
hand of ths watch at the moment when 
the exposure occurred, and by a com- 
parison of the size of the machine as it 
appears in the two pictures the distance 
which:-it has traveled during the time be- 
tween the exposures can he ascertained 
according to the following law: 

The distance of any object from the lens 
is as many times greater than the focal 
distance of the camera as the length of any 
line of the real oRject is greater than its 
length in the photograph. This is a sim- 
ple proportion in which three of the terms 
are known, namely, the size of the object, 
the size @f the image of the object on the 
piate, and the distance of the image from 
the lens. The fourth term of the propor- 
tion, the distance of the object from the 
lens, follows by simple division. 


The picture first taken is almost sure 
to show the number of the automobile, 
and irksome computations are saved by a 
table attached to the camera. The in- 
ventors believe that automobilists as well 
&s policemen will welcome the use of this 
instrument, most of them being fairly 
willing to pay a fine when they have 
really been guilty of violating tne law, 
but hard to convince that the judgment of 
a policeman or village constable as to 
speed is better than their own. 

Capt. C. H. HaMIL- 
ron, U. S. A., sum- 
moned to testify as 
an expert in a Long 
Island . City shooting 
case, startied the Judge, the court attend- 
ants, and the spectators by refusal to take 
the usual oath to tell the truth, the whole 
truth, and nothing but the truth. When 
questioned, he explained that he had no 
relictance to put such knowledge as he 
had concerning the use and effects of 
firearms at the disposal of ‘the court. 
He wasn’t prepared, however, to swear 
to tell the truth; all he could promise 
to do was to base his testimony on his 
ability, understanding, and judgment, ac- 
quired by years of experience; being mor- 
tal and fallible, what he said might or 
might not be ‘the truth,” all of it, and 
nothing else. The Captain, naturally, 
was allowed to go ahead and give his 
evidence with his oath thus conditioned. 

The scrupulosity displayed by Capt. 
HAMILTON was in refreshing contrast 
with the Hmitless self-confidence shown 
too often by experts when on the witness 
stand, but for all that it was just a little 
excessive. As a matter of fact, there is 
& common agreement, usually tacit, that 
no witness is expected to do more than 
what the Captain said was all he would 
swear to do. There is, to be sure, a nom- 
inal difference between statements made 
without qualification and those ‘“‘to the 
best of the witness’ knowledge and be- 
lief," but the two kinds of testimony 
shade into each other by imperceptible 
gradations, and, in the last analysis, 
there is no real difference between them. 

The presentation of absolute truth would 
require absolute knowledge—something 
which human beings do not possess about 
anything, or, at least, cannot prove that 
they possess. There are some things—a 
few—that we know as well as we can 
know anything, but there always remains 
the possibility that they may not be quite 
so, or even so at all. With the careful 
Captain’s intentions, as explained by 
himself, he could have taken the oath 
with perfect safety. His understanding 
of veracity is exactly that of every other 
honest person.

SMOKING AUTOMOBILES. 





Woman’s Municipal League Investi- 
gates Injurious Effects. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The testimony of a number of eminent phy- 
sicilans was secured by this organization as to 
the injurious effects of automobile smoke upon 
the throat, nose, and lungs, and there is no 
question as to the constantly Increasing danger’ 
from this source. The bills before the Legis- 
lature which have to do with conditions of 
roadways not only in cities but throughout the 
State are not so primarily concerned ‘with this 
especial feature of the automobile nuisance. 
The overcrowding of the city streets with traf- 
fic and the congestion consequent upon the in- 
creased number of vehicles is not so apparent 
on the country roads, so that this matter may 
be left to the city ordinances and the city 
authorities to enforce. 

The law in connection with the smoke nul- 
sance, which is admittedly a menace to health, 
is clear upon this point. Under the provisions 
ef the charter the Board of Health hag full 
power to abate this nuisance “y causing the 


Farrest of any driver of a machine which is 


emitting smoke through carelessness on the 
par of the chauffeyr. This regulation should 
be enforced, and a few arrests made for this 
offense would undoubtedly causé a more care- 
ful handHng and management of machines. 

There is now an ordinance before the Board 
of Aldermen which deals with this subject and 
makes it a punishable offense ‘‘ for any person 
to run a motor vehicle in the streets of the 
City of New York which emits from the ex- 
haust or muffler thereof offensive quantities 
of smoke, gas, or other disagreeable odors.’’ 
The hearing on this ordinance may come up at 
any time, and if public opinion and interest 
can be sufficientiy aroused upon this subject 
much may ‘be accomplished. 

In conclusion, the Streets Committee of the, 
Woman’s Municipal League, which has taken 
this subject up, begs to We put on record as one 
of the organizations most interested in the sub- 
ject and urges that the proper steps for the 
abatement of the nuisance should be taken 
without further delay.

BROOKLYN COLLEGE BILL. 








Favors Consolidation, but Opposes New 
Buildings at City’s Expense. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The Brooklyn College bill has appeared once 
more in the Legislature, having been intro- 
duced tn the Assembly by Mr. Beck, (As- 
sembly Bill 787, Int. 669.) There can cer- 
tainly be no objection to an act authorizing 
the consolidation and merger of several Brook- 
Ivn institutions of learning under the name 
of the Brooklyn College, but there is no justi- 
fication whatever for charging the city with 
the cost of securing a site, putting up build- 
ings, and maintaining the college out of the 
public funds. 

With the College of the City of New York 
accessible as it is from all parts of the city, 
there is no reason why another institution 
of a similar nature should be organized. The 
College of the City of New York still main- 
tains a very large sub-freshman department, 
which many of those most interested in the 
college hope will ultimately be done away 
with. If this most desirable result is at- 
tained, there will be ample room in the col- 
lege buildings for all the young men in Brook- 
lyn who would be likely to attend the Brook- 
lyn College. The same is true with regard 
to young women, who could obtain a col- 
legiate education in the Normal School if 
it would do away with its sub-freshmen 
classes. 

The Beck bill should be amended by strik- 
ing out all provisions which make the pro- 
posed Brooklyn College a public charge.

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ASK NEW SUTTON INQUIRY. | 





Congressional Commission Proposed to 
Report on Young Officer’s Death. 


Special to The New York Times. 
-WASHINGTON, March 9.—There is @ 
possibility that the case relating to the 
death of Lieut. James N. Sutton of the 
Marine Corps will be reopened by act of 
Congress. Identical joint resolutions were 
introduced in both houses to-day by Sen- 
ator Chamberlain of Oregon and Repre- 
sentative McCradie of Washington. The 
resolutions establish a joint commission 
of three Senators and three Represenia- 
tives with an appropriation of $25,000 to 
investigate the causes of the young, offi- 
cer’s death. 

Lieut. Sutton met his death at Annapolis 
on Oct. 13, 1907, and since then his mother 
has tried to fix responsibility on his com- 
panions at the time of his death. The 
Navy Department’s investigation acquitted 
the young man’s companions and found 
that Sutton had met death at his own 
hand, but since then the finding as to sui- 
cide has been modified. 

The investigation now proposed is not 
limited to the cause of Lieut. Sutton’s 
death, but seeks to ascertain the best 


means for preventing the recurrence of 
similar incidents in the service. The reso- 
lution provides that a report shall be 
made ‘‘as to the person or persons par- 
ticipating in or responsible for his death, 
in order that the ends of justice may be 
fully subserved, and such steps be taken 
as may be necessary to prevent a recur- 
rence of such scenes as were enacted at 
an institution kept, maintained, and sup- 
ported by the people of the United States.”’ 

Lieut. Sutton was a native of the State 
of Washington.

Senate Votes $12,000,000 for State, Jus- 
tice, and Commerce Buildings...

WASHINGTON, March 9.—The Senate | 


to-day passed a bill appropriating $12,- 
000,000 for the construction of buildings 
to house the State Department, the De- 
partment of Justice, and the Department 
of Commerce and Labor. It is expected 
that each department will occupy a sepa- 
rate building, but this point is not speci- 
fied in the bill and plans have not yet 


been prepared by the departments. Be- 
fore work begins the plans must first be 
approved by Congress. 

The buildings will stand on a strip of 
land recently acquired by condemnation 
along the street fronting the ellipse at 


line of duildings occupied by the Corcoran 
Art Gallery, the Bureau of- American 
Republics, and the Daughters 
American Revolution. The State Depart- 
ment is now housed in the enormous 
State, War. and Navy Building, the De- 
partment of Justice has what was once a 
private residence on McPherson Square, 
while the Department of Commerce and 
Labor has rooms in an office building on 
Fourteenth Street. 





Leave to Fill in Useless City Streams.

WASHINGTON, ‘March 9.—‘‘ Either the 
Sherman act should be repealed or: it 
Should be enforced. in a manner to make 
the people respect it.’’

With this declaration of its guiding 
principle the Department of Justice *?o- 
day filed with the Supreme Court of No 
United States a 1,000-page brief in sup- 
port of its petition that ‘‘ Standard OH ”’ 
be dissolved as in violation of the Sher- 
man anti-trust law. The brief, whfch 
replies to that filed yesterday by couriSel 
for the corporation, will be the founda- 
tion of the Government’s oral argument 
at the hearing of the case by the Su- 
preme Court next Monday. It bears fhe 
names of Attorney General Wickersham 
and of Frank 'B. Kellogg, Charles B. Mer- 
rison, and Cordenio A. Severance ‘as 
special assistants. r 

Jne of the two thick volumes of the 
brief is devoted to an analysis of teati- 
mony taken in the Circuit Court of the 
United States for the Eastern District 
of Missouri, which decreed that ‘‘ Staffd- 
ard Oil’’ be dissolved. It represents years 
of governmental investigation of the oil 
business. s 

The Government declares. that 
Shows rebates and discriminatory 
received by the Standard Oil combina- 
tion, not only during its formative period, 
but during the last ten years, “ whereby 
the Standard was enabled to bring a 
large part of the concerns into the com- 
bination and to crush out and eliminate 
from the field of competition the prin- 
cipal part of the balance.’”’ 

‘We do not wish to be understood as 
discouraging enterprise,”’ says the Gov- 
ernment, “or as taking a position against 
legitimate competition, but if the Sherman 
act means anything in this country it 
means a monopoly acquired by such meth- 
ods of competition as this.

There is a popular notion to the effect 
that murder will out. And maybe the 
exception merely goes to prove the rule. 
At any rate somebody will escape his 
just deserts this morning, since the name 
of the adapter of the Gustav Kadelburg 
farce produced at the Garrick is omitted 
from the programme. In the original pos- 
sibly very, very naughty, it is in the Eng- 
lish version merely very, very clumsy. 
Hattie Williams and an “all star cast”’ 
ecouldn’t do much for it, and it certainly 
didn’t do much for them. And though Mr. 
William Collier, as producer, probably 
worked hard, he didn’t accomplish any- 
thing that need induce him to give up his 
place as one of the genuinely funny actors 
on our stage to seek new glory as a stage 
director. 

As a matter of fact a good deal of 
the stage business last night was very 
awkward. But it really didn’t matter much. 
for “* The Girl He Couldn’t Leave Behind 
Him” is as unwieldy as its title. The 
pest thing about it is it’s brevity; the 
curtain rose at 8:45 and the intermission 
between each of the two acts, Was unusu- 
ally long. 

As a harum-scarum laugh producer, the 
first act, despite the familiarity of most 
of the material, gave a little promise. 
.@here was the usual husband with a past 
—this time in the form of a Spanish 
dancer, who had made him promise that 
even after marriage one day in his life 
each year should belong to her. There 
was the tender, unsuspecting wife, of 
course. 

There was the hectoring mother-in-law 
(absolutely the life of, the party in the 
well-thought-out, wrlil-delivered, eccen- 
tric characterization of Zelda Sears,) and 
there was the henpecked father-in-law, 
with philandering inclinations. And there 
was a friend who had to go to Schenec- 
tady to impersonate the husband, while 
the latter, presumably there on business, 
was really on his annual visit to the danc- 
ing lady. Also the henpecked father, im- 
agining himself the favored suitor, was 
due to arrive at an ill-timed moment to 
take his punishment at the hands of the 
dancer’s inamorato, a fiery Count, who 
had previously discovered the husband, 
and forced him to do some high stepping 
with tambourine accompaniment. 

By the time this point had been reached 
a dull second act had come to its end with 
a flurry of action at the finish, and it 
merely remained for the third act to in- 
crease the suspicions of wife and mother- 
in-law, with the return of the husband, 
unconscious of the fact that in his ab- 
sence the hotel at which he was supposed 
to be staying had been burned to the 
ground. 

In this third act again, if one actually 
made up one’s mind to be amused no 
matter what happened, there was oppor- 
tunity for occasional] laughter. But that 
futile second act, practically a duologue 
between Miss Williams and Vincent Ser- 
rano, both of whom worked hard, sealed 
the fate of ‘“‘ The Girl He Couldn’t Leave 
Behind Him.” Both have been seen to 
more advantage, Miss Williams on this 
oceasion producing a Spanish dialect that 
suggested a Bow Bells’ origin and was 
peculiar to say the least. 

Mr. Lawford was amusing, as was Mr. 
Serrano, at times, though his_ method 
lacked lightness. Edward Nicander 
played a sketchy r6éle neatly. The others, 
apart from Miss Sears, weren’t up to 
much. But then—neither were their 
réles.

Senator’s Loyalty to His Friends 
the Keynote of Address by — 
the Rev. G. D. Young. 


SIMPLE CHURCH SERVICES 





Ex-Gov. Odell and Timothy L. Wogd- 
ruff Among Mourners — President 
Taft Sends Wreath of Hyacinth. 





Special to The New York Times. 

OWEGO, N. Y., March 9.—Funeral ser- 
vices to-day for Thomas Collier Platt, for- 
mer United States Senator and Republican 
leader in New York State for nearly a 
quarter of a century, were remarkable for 
their simplicity. The ceremonies at the 
First Presbyterian Church were brief, and 
were attended by many of his former po- 
litical followers and old friends and neigh- 
bors. At 10:30 o'clock the little church 
was filled to the doors. 

The body of the aged Senator lay in 
state close to the chancel in the church, 
where it was viewed during the early 
hours of the day by scores of people. 
Floral tributes were ‘massed about the 
coffin and almost hid it from view. Sen- 
ator Platt’s loyalty to his friends was 
the keynote of the eulogy, the Rev. George 
Douglass Young taking his theme from 
Proverbs xvii. 17, ‘‘A friend loveth at all 
times.’’ There was no singing, although 


Senator Platt years ago was a member 
of the choir. 

The Rev. Mr. Young, in his eulogy, said: 

*“*Men called him the ‘easy boss. And 
they called him such because he“did not 
drive men, but.rather drew them to him- 
self. It was a joy and delight for men 
to do his bidding. They trusted him and 
his judgment, and they gladly followed 
his suggestions and directions. 

** How did the man acquire such an as- 
cendanhcy? Why did men go blindly and 
yet so willingly follow his leadership? 
It is cheap and easy, and it is cynical as 
well to say that they did so from mercen- 
ary motives. But men followed him just 
in the same way when in the old days he 
had no special favors to bestow. Others 
are saying it was because Mr. Platt was 
@ great organizer. His was a genius for 
eee organization. There jhas never 

een a shrewder or better organizer, and 
he had what many another in political 
life lacks, a dauntless courage. But when 
you have said all this you still have left 
unsaid that which gave him his chief 
power—his capacity for friendship. 

‘““The larger part of power to awaken 
devotion grew out of forces within the 
reach of every one of us. As I see them 
they were faith in men, leve for men, and 
lovalty to his friends."’ 

Following the brief services in the 
church the body was taken to Evergreen 
Cemetery, where it was lowered into a 
grave b2side that of the Senator's first 
wife. The committing service of the Pres- 
byterian Church was read. Surrounding 
the grave were Frank H. Platt and Ed- 
ward T. Platt, sons of Senator Platt, and 
their families; Mr. and Mrs. Livingston 
Platt, and other relatives, and Mr. and 
Mrs. Gustav Abel, at whose home in New 
York Senator Platt died. The grave is in 
the sloping hillside facing the south. 
About it lie three generations of the Sen- 
ator’s family. A massive granite monu- 
ment adorns the burial plot. 

The honorary pallbearers were Post- 
master W. A. Smyth and Mayor Frank 
M, Baker of Owego, Representatives John 
W. Dwight of Dryden and J. Sloat Fas- 
sett of Elmira, Edward G. Riggs, Chaun- 
cey H. Crosby, Vice President of the 
United States Express Company: Gen. 
Benjamin F. Tracy, Secretary of the 
Navy under Harrison, and Timothy L. 
Woodruff, Chairman of the Republican 
State Committee. 

The State Legislature was represented 
by a committee comprising Senators Har- 
vey D.’ Hinman o inghamton, John F. 
Schlosser of Fishkill Landing, Seth G. 
Heacock of Tlion, George H. Witter of 
Wellsville, and homas H. Cullen of 
Brooklyn, and Assemblymen Frank L. 
Howard of Tioga, Kirk B. Delano of 
Madison, C. F. Brown of Cortland, War- 
ren J. Lee of Kings, H. C. Perkins of 
Broome, L. H. White of Schenectady, and 
John C. Hackett of New York. hey 
were accompanied by Charles R. Hotaling 
and B. J. Haggerty, Sergeants at Arms 
of Senate and Assembly.

DAVID A. MUNRO DEAD. 


Assistant Editor of The North Amer- 
ican Review and Greek Scholar. 


David Alexander Munro, author and 
editor, died at 10 o'clock last night !n St. 
Vincent’s Hospital. Mr. Munro, who lived 
at 324 President Street, Brooklyn, went 
to the hospital seven weeks ago. He suf- 
fered from a complication of diseases. 

Mr. Munro was born in Maryburgh, 


Rossshire, Scotland, sixty-six years ago. 
He was graduated from Edinburgh Uni- 
versity in 1872. Coming to this country 
as a young man he was for a number of 
years connected with the literary de- 
partment of Harper Brothers. From 1887 
to 188) he published Garden and Forest. 
He left that publication to become man- 
ager of The North American Review.

Since then he has been assistant editor 
under Col. Harvey. Mr. Munro contrib- 
uted many articles to Tum TIMES and 
other newspapers and periodicals. 

He supervised the’ ‘Collation and 
Transmission of American Contributions ” 
to the last edition of Liddell & Scott's 
Greek lexicon; arranged the comparative 
Greek-English\ New Testament, (Harper 
& Brothers.) and collaborated with Dr. 
Philip Schaff in preparation of his 
‘‘Companion to the Study of the Greek 
New Testament.” J 

He was a member of’ the Reform, 
Players, British Schools and Universities, 
Crescent, Athletic, Manhattan -Cricket, 
and Livingston Field Clubs.

NEW YORK CENTRAL'S RISE 


Stock Moves Up on Dividend Increase 


_—Cheerful News from Trade 
Circles—Exchange Down. 





In the early part of yesterday’s Stock 
Exchange session prices of all the leading 
shares rose to new high records for the 
present movement, scoring gains of from 
1 to 2 points over opening quotations. The 
movement was not maintained beyond the 
noon hour, however. The new level ap- 
peared to offer to speculators an irre- 
sistible opportunity for profit taking, and 
so Widespread did the realizing become 
that, coupled with.more or less tentative 
bearish operations, it provoked in the aft- 
ernoon a very general reaction in prices. 
At the close of the day a majority of the 
shares activély dealt in were at least 
fractionally under their prices of Tues- 
day night. An exception to this existed 
in Union Pacific. Apparently there was 
discovered in this stock a vulnérable short 
interest, for, contrary to the current of 
the market, it moved up over 4 points 
from the day’s low, retaining 1% points 
of the advance at the end. For the similar 
rise in New York Central] the announce- 
ment of the increase to 6 per cent. in the 
dividend rate on that’stock was altogether 
responsible. This announcement was one 
of the important news developments of 
the day, although after a fashion the 
step had been foreshadowed by the larger
